The blacks in America have their, 
own "silent majority" and It has 
been forging a quiet revolution of 
marked progress despite the. 
handicap of a militant handful bent 
■ oh destruction. 

A survey by Sociologist Gary 
Marx discovered eight out of ten 
Negroes feel that things are getting 
better for them and analysis of 
their financial gains and job 
upgrading proves they are 
eminently correct. 

The most casual look around any 
city -shows evidence of the 
movement of blacks Into jobs once 
rarely available to them. Jn fact, 
between 1957 and 1969, Negro 
clerical workers' increased from 
400,000 to more than a million. 
Black craftsmen and foremen 
virtually doubled from 380,000 to 
700,000. Professionals rose from 
550,000 to- 709;0O67"or-abnflfsoTen- 
per cent of the total. Parity In 
skilled blue-collar jobs would mean 
about 11 per cent Negroes, so the 
present rate of increase indlcates- 
full parity will be reached in a short 
period of time. — 

Even the militants have quieted ~ 
down in face of the great gains that 
have been made during the last few 
years and no one is happier about 
the decline in violence than the 
majority of blacks, who have been 
among those most hurt by riots and 
arson. 

Negro impatience with the rate 
of progress is fostered by the 



militants and civil rights leaders 
although it is obvious that 
education and training take time 
and must precede progress to more 
highly skilled jobs. These changes 
are rapidly taking place and the 
number of Negroes employed as 
farm laborers and household help 
have declined by hundreds of 
thousands. 

The result has been that while 
only ten per cent of Negroes earned 
$8,000 or more a year in 1957, the 
number had risen to 32 per cent In 
1968 and in the North and West the 
percentage was 43 por cent of the 
total Negro population. , 

Almost anywhere else in the 
world such progress would rate as 
sensational. ■••„-. 

With Negroes representing about 
11 per cent of the labor force, they 
account for 6.8 per cent of the 
-building -trades-leeBis-and'K.S'por 
cent of non-construction union 
locals. 

Some unions are far behind the 
trend, Sheet Metal Workers 
reporting only six-tenths of one per 
cent and Plumbers only eight- 
tenths of one per cent. 

During the past dozen years a 
new generation of blacks has come 
Into the labor— market, better 
equipped than their parents for the 
competition for better jobs.

The Transient 



Of the estimated four million- 
more or less — unemployed In tho. 
United States today, less than half 
are classified as belonging to the 
ranks of the transient workers, 
some of whom are usually em- 
ployed at certain seasons . and 
others are "drifters" who seldom 
hold one job for more than a brief 
period. 

That there are fewer than two 
million transient workers In the 
U.S. today points up a remarkablo 
change from the former pattern of 
Industry. In an era when the total 
work force was less than half its 
present size, a much larger 
number of workers subscribed to 
the theory that to stay in ono job 
long was deleterious to ambition

Those with trades and others of

Hie'ex- 
periements are being carried on 
in the Energy Research Center 
of the Bureau of Mines, at 
I^ramle, Wyo.

The 
bigger pieces heated quickly, 
which Is one criterion.

"If you heed 
water for your crops anything 
more than 10 days Is too long;"

"Exporlonce has 
proven, that llghiLcolors are 
unattractive trrtheSB Insects," 
he said. "Of course, If they are 
aroused, they may stlng 
anyhow, no matter what you are 
wearing, but chances of 
escaping unscathed are In- 
creased In many Instances If 
you wear light colors," Port- 
man noted. 

Insect repellents are good, 
too. Thoy lend off mosquitoes 
and often tend to keep bees 
away.

First, the tax surcharge 
expired June 30, 1070 after being 
reduced to 5 per cent at tho 
beginning of the year. Thus, tho 
effective tax surcharge rate for 
. 1970 ls_2,5_per_ccnt._ 

Further, the value of u 'per- 
sonal or dependency exemption . 
Increased from $fi00 to W50 
effective July 1, 1070. This

Drastic ' changos also tako 
place in tho filing requirements 
for 1070 returns, A single per- 
son:- is not required to file a 
return unless ho has gross in- 
come of $1,700 ( $2,300 If ho.

The gross Income 
figure [or a married couple 
filing a joint return is $2,300
